Members were told last evening 
by Village Attorney E. C. Jacobs 
following a communication from 
Engineer David Miller that the 
area had been Inspected and that 
there appeared to be cause for com- 
plaint. 

"The question," said Jacobs, "is 
whether this is a matter for the vil- 
lage to investigate or the parties 
involved to settle." 

The trustees thought the village 
has the power of investigation in 
view of the fact that E. J. Thiele 
complained that" there "was odor 
from the sewage and this is a mat- 
ter of health. President James Mc? 
Millennia- serving-aa. healths officer; 
vThe; sewer and ^water committee 
will open the tile at the "Y* where 
the drains" of the two industries con- 
verge to see where the fault lies. 

Engineer Miller said that while 
the China company put In a new 
septic tank which should be work- 
ing properly, its sediment tanks are 
not satisfactory.

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On An Equal Footing 

The traffic manngers of manufacturing companies 
are not prejudiced for or against any form of com- 
mercial transportation. Their desire is to move their 
companies' products in the most efficient and econom- 
ical manner. 

It is a significant fact that these traffic managers, 
for the most part, are strongly in favor of the report 
of the Presidential Advisory Committee on Transport 
Policy and Organization which proposes that regula- 
tion be relaxed in order to permit the competing 
carriers greater freedom in pricing their services. 

A typical expression came from the traffic man- 
ager of a Chicago bag company: "I believe that with a 
minimum of regulation, the carriers best suited to 
handle the traffic efficiently and most economically 
will handle the bulk of the traffic best suited to them. 
This is desirable arid should result in saving to the con- 
suming public." Another came from the traffic man- 
ager of a Houston rice company: "The interest of the 
shipping / public can best be served by allowing all 
forms of transportation, especially the rail carriers, to 
compete for the carriage of goods on an equal footing." 

If the committee's recommendations are followed, 
regulatory authorities will ''retain full power to pre- 
vent discrimination and unreasonable rates. The 
legitimate interests of all concerned will be protected. 
And we will get the best possible service at the most 
reasonable cost. 

"WITHOUT DUE PROCESS OF LAW" 

The Nebraska Supreme Court has upheld that 
state's right-to-work law. The decision noted thai 
compulsory union membership would in some in- 
stances "compel support, financial and otherwise, of 
policies which an employe might deem objectionable 
from the standpoint of free government and the lib- 
erties of the individual under it." 

Then it added, "To compel an employe to make in- 
voluntary contributions, from his compensation, for 
such purposes is a taking of his property without due 
process of law. 

"An employe not only has a right to work, but he 
has the guaranteed right to have his earnings protected 
against confiscation against his will." 

The 17 states which have passed right-to-work 
laws have simply affirmed that every man has the 
privilege of joining or not joining a union, as he choos- 
es, and that neither employer nor union official has 
the right to infringe on that privilege. What valid 
argument— in law or in moral principle — can be used 
against that?

We Must Have Venture Capital 
"Free enterprise, in order to flourish, needs ven- 



ture capltal'to nurture it," says Manufacturers Record. 
"If venture capital Is confiscated by unfair taxation, 
free enterprise will wither and eventually die." 

Some of the greatest employing industries of today 
were, at their beginnings, widely regarded as crazy ex- 
periments, foredoomed 1 to failure. Men took risks and 
ridicule in the Ttnowledge that If they succeeded they 
would profit. .The profit motive, for all the criticisms 
made or It, Is the most powerful force for material 
progress that exists. 

The Only Solution 

Representative Jenkins of Ohio recently spoke on 
"The Coal Industry and Its Importance to America's 
Economy and Progress." He stressed the fact that 
this industry "must be ready for the great undertak- 
ing that lies ahead, and it cannot bo prepared for this 
job if it is forced to operate at a loss in the Interim 
period." 

For a long time coal's profit situation has been 
bleak. Few mines have been able to earn anything 
resembling a decent profit. Many mines have oper- 
ated at a loss. 

The picture has now been complicated by the new 
wage agreement which, over a period of time will add 
$2 a day to each miner's pay, plus expensive fringe 
benefits. An inevitable result has been an Increase in 
the price of coal. The operators had no other course 
— it was impossible for them to absorb the wage boost 
and stay in business. 

It now remains to be seen what will happen. One 
bright spot is found in exports,' which are running at 
high levels, and according to the forecasts, will con- 
tinue to do so, because desirable grades of coal are uni- 
versally in short supply abroad. But this can't solve 
coal's basic problems. The only solution is a strong 
domestic market, in which coal is sold at a fair and 
profitable price.

Uncle Ike's boy, Ezra — Mr. Benson — is working on 
the problem and he savvies — he knows oats from 
wheat. He needs a freer hand. He needs fewer 
props, he says. It is time to give him same.

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Still Following 
Greeley's Advice 

NEW YORK-"Oo West, young 
man," Horace Greely udvlscd his 
contemporaries of the lDlh cen- 
tury. With the 20th contury more 
than hall over, the mass westward 
migration Greeley helped promote 
is still going strong. 

Over the past 15 years there has 
been a marked shift of population 
to the For West, principally from 
the South and Midwest, with Call- 
fornla gaining more people through 
migration than any other state. 

From 1940 through June 1045, 
when defense production was 
booming In California, the net ln- 
mlgratlon of civilians to that state 
averaged 385,000 a year, but even 
In recent years the average has 
been 284,000 a year. As a result of 
this movement and a sustained 
high birth rate, California gained 
1,068,000 in population from April 
1050 through Juno 1054— almost 
one fifth of the increase In the en- 
tire country for those years. 

During the same period a num- 
ber of other states have had sub- 
stantial gains in population through 
migration. Florida averaged 130,- 
000 annually during these years; 
Michigan averaged 52,000; New 
Jersey 44,000; and Arizona and 
Ohio 38,000 each. 

By contrast, Pennsylvania ond 
seven southern Btates— West Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Alabama, Mississippi, 
and Arkansas have been losing 
30,000 or more persons annually 
by migration since 1050. 

The principal cause of migra- 
tion is Job opportunities, although 
in recent years there has been 
an increase for older, retired 
people to settle permanently in 
milder climates, particularly In 
Florida and Southern California. 



First Deathless 
Congress in Years 

WASHINGTON— For the first 
time In more than 20 years, no 
members of the Senate or House 
died during the session which 
ended last August 3. 

The year before there were nine 
deaths among senators and repre- 
sentatives. 

One member-elect of the 84th 
Congress, Dwlght Rogers of Flor- 
ida, died In December before Con- 
gress convened In January. His 
son, Paul G. Rogers, was elected 
to succeed him. 

Not since the house member- 
ship was increased to 435 more 
than two decades ago had there 
been a session of Congress during 
which no senator or representative 
died. 

Since 1029, when the practice of 
conducting annual memorial serv- 
ices for deceased members : start- 
ed, an average of 10 members 
have died each session. 

As reflected by the memorial 
services, the peak number of 
deaths was 21 Senators and House 
members In 1037. The lowest was 
previously 3, In 1043. 



Drive-In Movies Try 
Gimmicks for Crowds 

PITTSBURGH— The popcorn mi- 
chines that have kept millions of 
Americans contented at the movies 
are giving way to more spectacu- 
lar gimmicks in the campaign to 
lure customers into drive-In the- 
aters. 

Drive -Ins along the . shores of 
Lake Erie have gone in for com- 
plete restaurants where you can 
get pizza, shrimp rolls, chicken in 
a basket, along with the usual pop- 
corn and candy. 

Even baby sitters are provided 
to watch over children while their 
parents relax in their automobile 
to watch the giant outdoor screens. 
Some theaters have playgrounds 
with merry 'go-round s, 'swings and 
scenic railways. 

One enterprising outdoor-theater 
owner near Pittsburgh went the 
limit— by stocking a pond with 
trout and building a swimming 
pool for overheated patrons. 



Animal Reaction to 
High Flight Recorded 

MINNEAPOLIS— Mice and gui- 
nea pigs which ■ soared almost 25 
miles above the earth In a free 
balloon ride landed safely in North 
Dakota after a 26-hour flight 

The flight was conducted by Win- 
sen Research, Inc., for the Air 
Force to determine the animals' 
reaction to high altitude. 

The plastic balloon, tall as a 25- 
story building, landed near Crosby, 
N.D. 28 hours after leaving Inter- 
national Falls, Minn. 

The balloon attained an altitude 
of 125,000 feet. Defense sources in 
Washington said monkeys and 
mice were rocketed to 400,000 feet 
In March, 1952.

Your television room should be well-lighted, too, and have an even 
illumination; no sharp contrasts. It is good to have the walls behind your 
set light but not lighter than the screen. Ceiling lights should not be used 
unless they are of the flush type. *
